Mr. Lau took us on a tour of the Wonton Food Company, 

the oldest fortune cookie factory in New York. He showed 

“us how the cookies are made. The factory can make 200 
cookies per minute. That’s a million cookies every day! 
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\ Flour, sugar, water, 

/ shortening, eggs, 
lecithin, coloring, and 
flavoring are combined in 
a seven-foot-high mixer 
to make a creamy batter. 


The batter is pumped 

into a holding tank, then “ 
poured onto round baking 
plates. The plates move 
into the oven, where the 
batter is baked. 





The cookies exit the 
oven. A preprinted 
fortune is cut and 
placed on each one. 
While the cookies 

are still soft, 
they’re folded by 
a machine.
